fnuttc their eyes and will not fee it>I meane.acknowkdgc the true 
caufe of thefe fo great judgments revealed from hcauen upon the, 
cucn the contempt of Gods holy Prophets fcnt unto them from 
tymc to ty me, but efpecially ofthcMcffiah, whofe blood lyeth 
heavily upon them, euen to this day, as their forefathers defired, 
hii bioodht i^pom & on cur chUdren^yvhich all the world fceth is come 
to paffe, yea they themfelucs feele it, yet wincking with their eves 
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they a'illtldtfeeic. But there is a tenth to returne^tf. Tfiereft 
which uvill not this thetr Mtfliah to raigne over them , let them 
loolc into that paraWe in theOofpel, there (hall rhey £ncfc a farrc 
rnorc fcarcfull deftru<ftion denounced then the former. The firfl 
bcin^' but for a tyme, but a type of the other^ but a beginning of 
woes, til- other ctcrnall> for ever and ever.

Which words of our Sa- 
viour although they will in no wife btrleeve, no more then they 
did the former, yet rtia!! they find his words one daye, as truly 
fulfilled to chcm in the one, asthey hauedone alreadie in the o- 
thcr. And hovt'focvcr hitherto chcy hauc eftcemed of him as a 
falfc prophet, a deceiver, ycc hach he been to them but too true a 
Prophcc in 3ll t heir calamities both firft and iaft. And io after this 
ion^^ digrcflion t coiut; to ihc next.

publique places, familiarly knowne to everie one . for thefe things 
A^.tiji6. ^6fftnotdottew4cotMr(is fayth the Apoftle.) All which circum- 
Itanccs duly confidcred , ( never yet impugned ) me thinks lliould 
perf*'adcanymanofrca(on, tobeconvja Chriftian ; as Agrippa 
in that veric place acknovvlcdgeth to Paul, Hying, Jmcjl than p^- 
fvadejl we to become a Chriftian. Thcy publiflicd tht ir wrirings in 
their life time, Thcy altered not their writings af crtvards as o- 
thcr Authors are wont in their latter Editions, nor ever corrt ftcd 
they one jote of that which thcy had lira Rt downe. And (that 
which never happened in any other writinijs in the world bcfidc^, 
nor ever monarch was able to bring to palfe for crcdirc of his E- 
dias ) they gauc their lines for dJence sn6 juMy'wg rf that 
•rhichtheyhad written. Their maner of writing is finccrc&fim- 
plt^asbccommethfodivineaHiftofie: uirhotitallart or Rhc- 
thorlcall amplifications, as Hiftorians ufe. They flatter none.no 
MaMi,i9. not Icfus himfcif, whom thcy moft adore, nor in conreffing him 
Luk. 1^,4 1 . to be their God, doc thcy conccale his infirmities of flcfli, in that 
*«^-H.33-hcwaiman: as his hunger and thirft, his being wcrie, how he 
wept, his pafiions of fcarc. and the like. Nay , thefc Evangelifts 
werefofincerc and reli^i(3usi!i their narrations, as- they noted 
•fpccially thciospcrfcaions of thcmlelues, and of ikh others , h 
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fli<y prifjcipalty rcfpcdcd. Mathe«r nameth himfcIf , Maihcw 
thcPabhcan Mark Peters Difciple, rccordctb how S. ?QmY/*' '"^3^- 
thrife denyed his Lord and MaQcr, and fo of the reft. Thcfe mens ^^'''^-'^^ 
writings were publiihed for canonical!, and received for undou- 
bted truth by all thai lived in the vcric fame age , and were privic 
tocvckie particular circumftancc therein conteyned. They were 
copied abroad into infinite mens hand^,and fo confcrvcd with aU 
care and reverence, as holy and divine Scripture. They were read 
m Churches throughout all Countries and nations, expounded 
preach.d and taught by all Paftors, and Commentaries made up. 
on them by holy Fathers from tymc to tyme. So that no doubt 
can be made at all, eyther of the Authoricie of thrm, a« oripinaJJir 
and immediately proceeding from the Holy Ghort , or of the cer- 
tajncie : but that we hauethe vcric fame incorrupt,as the Authors 
iett them, for that it was impoffible for any ctiemie to corrupt fo 
manie copies over the world , without difcoverie and refiftaiicc 
And thus much for the crcditc and authoritie of our Evangelifts.

£ftat<?S, conditions, fexcs, qualities and age did fi.ftcr dayly for te, 
flrimonie of this truth. The fccond, what intollerable andunac- 
cuftaincd torments, not heard of in the world before , were devi- 
fed by tyrants for alfliding this knid of people. Thirdly , and 
Uftly^what invincible iouragc and unfpcaiablc alacritie ihcfe 
Chriftiansniewcd in bcarinj^out thcfc affliftions and torments, 
which the enemies thtn^fdiRS could not atinbute^ bmtolomc 
fiitinf powie and fupernarurall affiftance.

which copf; ffion they made openly before all rtien , and dcclart-d 
the faineafierw-ards by their deeds. For pr$'£:ntly vponChrill

f&s (Jcteh, & apon the preaching of his name & Gofpcl throueh- 
ouc the world, the oracle^ in aW places ceafed, thereof the Poets 
themfclues bearc wirnes : Ojfm OracuU Delphis. Whereupon luven.Satv 
PKlcarch, Thar lived within onebundreth yeetes after Chrift n^adc ^• 
a fpcciali Trcatifc to fifte out the caufcs , why the oracles of the ^, 
GtKJs ( as they deemed thett^) were ceafed in his time. And after J^r^'^f' ^* 
much turning and grinding manic waics, at length rcfolved upon Sir 
tu^o prmcipaJJ points, or caufes thereof. TheM.for rhatinhis 
tymc there was more ftore of vrifemen then beforc,whoreanfwcrs 
Diighc ftand in i^eedc of Oracles : and the other, for chat pcrhant 
the Spmcs accuftumcd CO ycclde Oracles, were by length of tvmc 
growcn o d and dczd, I3Qih which reafons , in the common 
fence of all men mufl: needs be falfe: & by Plutarch himfelf cannot 
u\ *^^f^ Probabilicie. For firftin his books, which he wrotcof 
rUc hues of auncient famous men, heconfeffeth, that in fuch kind 
Of wildomc as he moft cfteemed.they had not their equals amt>nc 
tncirpoltcntie. Secondly, in his Treatife of Phylofophic hepaS 
icth It for a ground, that Spirits can not dye or waxe old. And 
tiieretorc of neccffitie there muft be fome other caufc ycelded of 
the cealing of thcfc Oracles : which can not be but the prefence 
and cunimandementoffomc higher power : according to that 
iapngofS-Iohn : ioxtothi6end4ndpiiypofeappemfdthtjon»tofq.A,i^i, , ..

pius, and all oth^r Gods, be now departed from it, by the com- 
ming oh Chrifl:i:ins:for fince that mtn have begun lo tt'orfi^i'' thi^ 
Icfus, u-c could never obraine any prophccby our Gods- Thus 
much cofcffed this patronc of paganifinejCOncerning die maym: 
that his Gods had received, by the power and comniini^ of our 
Lord Itfus Chriaj which albdt he fpakc with a maUcious mindc 
to bring ChriRians in hatred,yct is the confeffion notab!o,& con- 
firnieththatftoric , which Plutarth in his forcnanicd book doth 
report: that i[\ the latter yeares of the rcigne of the Rmpcronr Ti- 
berius, a ftrangevoice,and exceeding horrible clamor, with bids-, 
ous cries, fkiyches, aaJ hcu-Iings, vicre heard by many, m the 
Gra:c;an fca: complaynine^ diat thr^rcat God Pan was novi' depar- 
ted. And chi's afllrmeth Plutarch (rhar u-as a gcntik) to have brcn 
ailcadgcd atid approved, btfore the Empcrour Tyberius, who 
iTicrvcylcd gtcatly thereat, and tould not by all his diviners', and 
fouchfayers, whoin he called \o that confultation, gather out any 
rcafonable meaning of this wodcifnll accident.

^ainc as they had caufcd Icfus to be fcoftcd,beat«.n,ar.d villanouf^ 
!y entreated by th.- foidiours, in Pihitcs Pallacc^fo were now their 
©u'ue principaH rulers :(as Joftphus wrircthj mc ft fcrorncfully a- 
i>uftd,bcatenandcrucificd,& that bythefoldicrs. Which latter 
point ofcrucifying,orv!|{anou3 putting to death nprn thccroffe, 
uas bec^un to be praditcd by the Romanes, ujon the Icwifli t;en- 
tric,in mediarcly after Chrift his death, and not before. And iicw 
at this fiiTie of the w-artc , lofephus affirn^eth , that in fome one

Tfiii 
drcadfull and unfpcakcablc mifcrie^ftll upon the Icwcs,about 40, 
yeares after Chrifts aflcntion ^ when rhey had (kcwed themfelves 
molt obltinate , and obdurate, aj^ainft his do<Srine delivered un- 
to them , not onely by himfcU, but aifoby his difciplcs :of which- 
they had now lUliie S. Steven,and S. lames: and drircn into bani- 
mcnt both Peter , and Paul, and others that had preached nnta 
thc»This the w^as the providence of God,for the puniflitnct of the 
lews at that time. And ever after their eftate declined fro worfeto 
worfe , and their mifcrics daily muUiplicd throughout the world. 
Whereof he that will fee a very larncntablc narraiion.let him read 
but the laft book of lofcphus tU bcl'o jHd^^isa. Wherein is reported^ 
bc'fide.T other things that after the warre was ended , and aJl the 
puWi^e flaughtcr ccafed : Titus fcnt threefcorc thon-rand^lcwci: 
as a prtfcnt to his father to Home, there rotrrptit to drarh indi* 
vers and fundry manners. Cihcrs he applyed to be fpctiacli s loir 

folcfhAe paflimeto ihc Remains that wcrcprcfcnc wiih him. Wher of Jo- 
fcphuji faith , that he faw with his ownc eyes tu'o thowfand & fivj 
bundled mui tbcred and confumcd in one day , by fighc , and c5- 
batc among thcnafclves, and with wildcbfafls at the Emperors 
appointment. Others were affigncd in Antioch, and other great 
cUkSjtofaYcfor faggots in their famous boncfircs , at timci 
©f rrimnph. Others were fold to be bondflavcs.Othcrs condem- 
ncd to dii»,and hew ftoncs ior ctcr. And tliiswas the end of that 
warr^anddefolation.

And in t'le cfj^htccnch yeare of Adrian the Emperour , one luUuts 
Sevcrus bciiip fcnc to extinguifli all the remnant of thelcvvitk 
jcoc r.-ition^deftroycd in a very Hiorc time nincn'c ^ ei^ht touncs 
and vilJagcs within that countric.and flue five hutidtcd ^ foure- 
icQx^ chourand ofthcm m one day. At which timeaffo he beat 
do\y ne the cit'c of lerufakm, in fuch fort, as he left not one ftonc 
ftindingnpoanorhrrcfr/ieir ancient building.: but cauredfomc 
pirt thereof to be rccdiiled, and iuhabit<.d oncIy by Gentiles. 

Ho 
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ilc changed the name of the citie tc called k EYn , after tlie Em- ,. 
perotfi name. He drouc out all the progenie and offpring of the ^J^*^ 
lewes forth of all thofc countries, with a pcrpctuall la\r confir- ^*^^*'**-* 
med by the Emperor , that they (hould never rcturne, no nor fo 
muchaslooke back from any high or eminent place, to that 
countrieagaine. And this was donncto the lewifli Nation, by the 
Konian Emperors, foraccomplilhing that demand , w hich their 
principall Elders had made not long before to IMate the Ko- 
rnan Magi{lrate,( after he had waflied h\i hands, bcfoic the mul- 
titude to clearehimfclf, at leaftwifc in outward flitwc, from the 
blood of IcfuSj faying : Jam inrmcm of the bhod cfd^ujuB man , looki 
yen to it : ) Then anfmred/fUthepcopJt, nridfayd , His lljsd he upon m csr ^^*^^'^^i'^^>* 
u^on our ehtldreu : and fo it came to pafle accordingly ,eucn in that 
verieage. Then the which what greater argument o f a t ru e Pi o> 
p he e i and confcqu e ntly , of the Deiric and Omn ipotencie of our 
Lord and Saviour, who from heaven was able in fo jljorta time, 
and that in fo full mcafurc ro revenge himfclf upon his enemies 
here on earth. Yea, a whole Nation together brought to finail 
ticfolation. And fo much forche puniilimciit of enemies.

by that tender (pecch he ufcd to the women oi ih;jt ciiie,who 
i,bk.*3, i«. ^,^^^^ f^j, ^^^^ j^5 he was leddeto bccruciHedjperfwading them to 
wccpc rather for Thcmfelucs and for their children 3 (iiircfpcctof 
the miseries to foUowe ) then for him. All which prophecies, 
and predictions of Icfus, with fundrie other his fp^cches , fore- 
flicwingfo particularly the imnuncnt calamities of that Nadon, 
and that at fuch rymc. -jj^hcn in humane rcjfon there coi;ld be no 
probabilitic tlicrcof, when a certaine Hcatheti Chroniclcr,nHmcd 
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♦hlegon . ( about a hundreth yecrcs after Chrifts departure) had 
iJiligently con/idered, havingrcenc the fame alfoin his daycs moft 
exact]yfulfilled(forhewas{ervant to Adrian the Emperor, by 
whofc commsn6 the Bmlt fubvcriion of that lewiili natron waf 
brought to palTe) this Phlcgon ( I fay ) though a Pagan,yct upon 
confiderjtion oftiiefc events, and others that he fa wc fas the ex. 
treame pcrfecuiion of Chtiftians foretold by Chnft> and the like , 
he pronounced, that never any man foretold things fo cerramly 
to come, or thai fo preciiely were accomplillied , as were the pre- 
diftions and prophccfcs of lefus. And now albeit thcfc pra^di- 
^ion sand prophecies concerning the punirhircnt and rcprubi- 
tioa of the fewes,i-ul/illcd To cvidei-tly in the %hr of all the world 
mightbcafuffidcnrdemonftrationeihis divine prcf^icncc and 
foreknowledge in Things to come: yet were there alfo manyo. 
thcr tlings bcfidcs, furcfhewcd by him, which fcUoi^t as exatflly 
as chefc did , which by no humane rcafon or learning, coufd pcf- 
fiblybcforcfcene. Asfor example, the forctdiing of his ownc 
death, refurrediou, and afcentioh, with all their fcvera'I circum- 
ftances; the maner, time, place, and all other particulariies ; as 
prccjfefjr, as if chey had been al-cadieaccompliflied : and that noc 
onely to his owne Difci^les. but euen to the Scribes & Pharifecs 
who cameofpurporero tempt him: as he thac fliall but examine 
the quotations following(whidi for brcvirie fake I hauc but oi^c, 
Jyzyphercd.andf^sitwerejpointedat in figures) may cafely 
percciue.

The Afffuh muff be a fpirituall King, to conquer the DiVilf, 
death, and finnc: both by fcriprurc, as alfo by the interpre- 
tation of the ancient Icwcs themfclvM,vpon that place of Gchcfi* 
kejhJlhye^^ thing head'. Therefore not a tcmporall King as the later Q^n. uui 
Icu^c5 imagine. 

The Mejp ih muft be King over the Gentiles as well as the Icwej^ 
bo th by fcripiure,as alfo by thefre owne writers: Therefore not a 
teporall King to reignc over the onely; much Icflc tofubduc the 
Gentiles to the fcrvitudc of lut ic;as fomc of chem imagine. 

Ihc M((fuh mw^ be both God and man:the fonneof God,the 
Word of God incarnate,The fecond perfon in Trinitie* both by 
thcfcripturcs,asalfo by their owne writers: Therefore no fuch 
earthly Monarch as they exfpcd. 

The Mejftth^iz his commine(befng robe King both of Tew and 
Gf ntile) muft change the la^-e of Mofc;s: (to wit the ccrcmontall 
and provincial! proper torhclcwes oncly) and inftccd thereof, 
give 3 generall law to both, abfolute, and per fed, to fervc for all 
ptrCons , tiiTics, & places to mdure cucn to the end t f the world* 
rherfjre no fuch temporall moiiarchie to be expeftrd , as they 
lookeafttr. Forone and the fame condufion followeth vponall 
the premises, beating vpon thcirc mayne ground (to wit a tem- 
porall or earthly kingdome) which being once Qiaken, the reft 
fdileth to the ground. 

All prophcfirswhacfocver, with evcric particular circumftancc 
forjcold by the Prophets of the MeHiah, were both ./ubftanciHUyj 
A^circumdanciallyfuifille I in the perfon of our bk<{.d Saviour; 
borh as touchin;^ his birth, life, do^rine, myracles, dca:h, rt-fu*-- 
rir(^ion,arc<ntioa; and o- her cffucfts afterwards of his divin-: pow- 
er; fa fending of thc Holy Glioft, and the myraculous iiiucafeof 
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his Church &:c. Therefore was he in deed rhc-^^-zJiwib^no other Si 
be cxpcdcd. 

The Melfuh^by Daniels prophccic, was to appcarc fmmedia:-
